Subject to short-term and long-term maintenance of wet detention pond and catch
basins, storm sewer and outfall required as needed.

No excavation within 5’ of delineated wetland areas.

Silt fence to be placed within 25’ of wetland area prior to excavation/construction.
Filling of wetland areas is prohibited without proper approval/permits.

Signage to comply with 9.78 Sign Regulations Oneida County Zoning and
Shoreland Protection Ordinance as amended 7-15-2016.

Parking to comply with 9.77 Oneida County Zoning and Shoreland Protection
Ordinance as amended 7-15-2016. Stall sizing to comply with 9.77(D) Dimensions
of Single Parking Space.

Dumpster(s) to be screened from view (applicant to recycle waste materials as
required).

Exterior lighting to be downcast and shielded from above.

Subject to the Town’s review and recommended conditions.
